CREAM OF THE NEWS 


Milk prices received by Wisconsin farmers increased 
during July for the first gain since March. 

Production of miLk in Wisconsin and the Nation dur- 
ing July continued above a year earlier. 

Wholesake prices of dairy products increased sharp- 
Ly from June to -luly. 

Weekly estimates for Juty indicate that butter pro- 
duction in Wisconsin and the Nation will be above a year 
ago fon the first time in several months. 

Cold storage stocks of cheese in the Nation at the 
end of July were up 8 percent, but stocks of butter were 
down 16 percent.

The mid-August forecast of cranberry production in 
Wisconsin and the Nation indicated a larger crop than 
4n 1975. 

Feeder pig prices in Wisconsin for July were down 
$11.10 from April and were $6.00 below a year ago. 

Beef production in Wisconsin during June continued 
above a year earlier as it has since August 1975. 

Prices of good grade fed steers at the St. Paul 
market and feeder steers at Kansas City declined again 
during July. 

Cokld storage stocks of bees in the Nation at the 
end of July were up 45 percent from a year earlier, but 
pork supplies declined 15 percent. 

Prices of barrows and gilts at the St. Paul market 
in July were $2.49 below June and $9.14 Less than July 
1975, 

Based on conditions as of August 1, production of 
Wisconsin's three major crops of corn, hay, and oats 
was expected to be substantially under Last year. 
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CHEESE STOCKS 
UP 8 PERCENT 


Cold storage stocks of cheese in the Nation 
at the end of July were 8 percent above a year 
earlier. There were 513.7 million pounds of cheese 
in cold storage on July 31. Of that amount, Amer- 
ican cheese stocks accounted for 446.5 million 
pounds. Supplies of Swiss cheese in cold storage 
at the end of July were down 8 percent from the 
previous year but stocks of all other cheese in- 
creased 7 percent. 

Cold storage stocks of butter in the Nation 
on July 31 totaled nearly 82 million pounds, a de- 
cline of 16 percent from a year ago. Government 
butter stocks at the end of July were just slightly 
over 3 million pounds compared with more than 63 
million pounds a year earlier.

CRANBERRY CROP 
MAY BE LARGER 


The mid-August forecast of cranberry pro- 
duction in Wisconsin and the Nation for 1976 
indicates a larger crop than last year. Pro- 
duction in Wisconsin is estimated at 860,000 
barrels compared with 837,000 barrels in 1975. 
Development of the crop is a week to ten days 
ahead of normal as growing conditions have been 
good to excellent. Little hail or insect damage Y 
is reported, and winter damage was light. Re- 
cord low temperatures in early August forced 
growers to sprinkle more often than usual, 
further lowering water supplies which had been 
below normal due to the extended dry weather 
from May to mid-July. 

The Nation's cranberry production is fore- 
cast at 2.3 million barrels, up 9 percent from 
1975 and the second largest crop ever. Increases 
expected in the major states of Massachusetts and 
Wisconsin will easily offset small reductions for 
New Jersey, Oregon, and Washington.

PRICES RECEIVED INDEX 
HIGHER IN MID-JULY 


The prices received index for Wisconsin farm 
products as of mid-July was up 7 points (1.2 per- 
cent) from a month earlier. 
eggs, and most crops offset declines in livestock 
prices. At 585 percent of the 1910-14 base, the 
index of prices received was 54 points (10 percent) 
above July 15, 1975. 

Steers and heifers averaged $33.40 a hundred- 
weight as of mid-July, down $2.50 from the previous 
month and $9.10 below last year. Slaughter cows 
averaged $26.00 a hundredweight for July, a decline 
of $1.40 from June but up $4.00 from a year ago. 

Prices of milk cows remained unchanged from 
June to July. At $540.00 each in mid-July, milk 
cows were $65.00 above July 1975. Calves averaged 
$36.50 a hundredweight in July, down $3.80 from a 
month earlier but $2.90 higher than the previous 
year. 

Lamb prices declined sharply from June to 
July. At $42.70 a hundredweight on July 15, lambs 
were $6.20 less than in June and $1.00 below a 
year ago. Sheep averaged $11.10 a hundredweight 
for July, a drop of 90 cents from a month earlier 
but $2.70 above last year. 

Hog prices continued unchanged at $47.70 a 
hundredweight in mid-July, but were $5.60 under 
July 1975. 

Eggs increased 3 1/2 cents a dozen from June 
to July. At 47 1/2 cents a dozen on July 15, eggs 
were nearly 5 cents higher than a year earlier. 
Turkeys averaged 35 cents a pound liveweight in 
July, the same as June but 4 cents lower than last 
year.

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AUGUST CROP REPORT 


Crops in Wisconsin showed some improvement 
after the middle of July as rainfall became more 
regular. Below normal fainfall in May, June, 
and the first half of July affected crop yields 
though.
